PY  AUTHORITY. 

AN  .A C.T  respecting  the  District  Court  of  tlie 

United  bhitcs  in  the  northern  district  of  New- 

Vot'k. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hoilse 
f Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  Amfrlha  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
tlie  district  court  of  the  United  States, 
within  a'nd  for  the  northern  district  of 
Ncw-Ycvk,  shall  be  holdenbyihc  judge 
of  said  northern  district,  togcUier  with 
the  judge  of  the  district  court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  southern  district  of 
said  state  : Provided  nevertheless,  Tliat 
cither  of  said  judges  shall  be  competent 
to  hold  said  court  in  the  absence  of  the 
other. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  district  court  of  the  United  States 
within  and  for  said  norihcl-n  district,  shall 
be  holdenat  the  village  of  Utica,  on  the 
third  Tuesday  of  Jtinuary  and  second 
Tuesday  of  July  ; at  Canandaigua,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  October  ; anti  at  Sa- 
lem, on  the  tliird  T uesday  of  April,  in 
each  y."ar.  And  all  suits  and  proceed- 
ings ill  said  court  shall  be  revived  and 
continue  in  full  force,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  tlie  said  court  had  been  adjourn- 
ed totiie  term  next  to  beholden  by  virtue 
of  this  act. 

See.  i.  And  he.it  further  enacted.  That 
during  the  continuance  of  this  act,  there 
shall  he  paid  to  the  judge  of  the  district 
court  of  said  soullicrn  district,  in  addition 
to  his  present  salan-,  tlic  annual  sunt  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  as  compensation 
for  tin  duties  rtquircd  to  be  performed 
under  this  act. 

See.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
this  art  shall  be  in  force  one  year,  and  no 
longer.

That 
for  tlie  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex- 
penses wiiich  may  arise  in  carrying  into 
effect  the  treaty  made  between  the  U- 
nited  States  and  the  tribes  of  Indians 
called  the  Otlowas,  Chippewas,  Potto. 
watomit'S,  Chickasaws,  Clicrokccs,  and 
Choctaws,  that  is  to  say  : with  the  Otta- 
was,  Chippewas,  and  Pottowatomics,  at 
St.  Louis,  on  the  24th  of  August,  1816  ; 
with  the  Chicka.saws,  at  the  Chickasaw 
couni'ii  house,  on  the  28th  of  September  , 
18ll) ; with  the  Chcrokccs,  at  Turkey 
-town,  on  the  4th  of  October,  1 8 1 6 4 with 
the  Choctaws,  at  the  Choctaw  trading 
house,  on  the  24th  of  October,  1816,  the 
following  sums  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
monvsinthe  treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, be,  and  tlie  same  arc  hereby 
ajipropriatetl,  for  the  payment  of  the  an- 
nuities to  the  Indians,  as  stipulated  in  the 
s-aid  treaties,  that  is  to  say  : to  the  Otto, 
was,  Chippewas  and  Pottowatomics,  one 
thousand  dollars,  annually,  for  twelve 
years  ; to  the  Chickasaws,  twelve  thous- 
and dollars,  annually,  for  twelve  years  ; 
and  to  William  Colbert,  a Chickasaw 
chief,  one  hundred  dollars,  annually,  for 
and  during  his  life  ; to  the  Cherokccs 
six  thousand  dollars,  annually,  for  ten 
years;  and  to  the  Choctaws,  sLx  thous 
and  dollais,  annually,  for  twenty  years. 

Sec.  2.  .dnd  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
certain  other  stipulations  in  the  said  trea- 
ties, the  following  sums  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  monies  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise 
approjjriated,  that  is  to  say  : to  carry 
into  effect  the  treaty  with  the  Cliicka 
saws,  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  seven  thous- 
and three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ; and 
to  carry  into  effect  the  treaty  with  the 
Cherokei  s,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars ; and  to  carry  into  cfl’cct  the  treaty 
with  the  Clioctawsjthe  sum  of  ten  thous- 
and dollars.

INTERESTING  LAW  CASE. 

FROM  THE  EOSrOX  P.tTRIOT. 

We  alluded  a few  days  since,  to  the 
arraignment  and  trial  of  Thom.ys  Jox.t- 
THAN  WooLi.ER,  printer,  in  England,  on 
two  separate  indictments  for  lib'-l.  'Fhe 
reader  will  perceive  by  the  following 
sketch,  which  we  extract  from  the  London 
Courier  of  June  6,  that  in  addition  to  tit 
suspension  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act. 
the  British  nation  are  virtually  deprived 
of  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  ; for  such  cor 
rupt  practices  may  with  truth  be  said  to 
amount  to  an  abrogation  of  this  impor- 
tant right.  Wooller  seems  to  be  a mat 
of  very  hand.some  talents.  He  had  no 
counsel,  but  plead  his  own  cause.  The 
article  under  the  head  of  “ Right  of  Pi 
tition,”  for  which  he  was  arraigned  on  the 
second  trial,  the  reader  will  perceive  is 
written  in  that  quaint,  playful  style,  so 
peculiar  to  Cobbett.

Court  of  King’s  Bench,  Guildhall,  Thursday 
June  3.  Sittings  after  term,  before  Mr.  Jus- 
tice .Abbot,  and  special  juries. 

LIBEL. 

The  Kixe,  V.  Thomas  Jo.vathav  Woolleh. 
This  was  an  information  filed  against  the  de- 
fendant by  bis  majesty’s  attorney  general  for  a 
libel  published  in  a work  called  Phe  Black 
Jhi-arf  of  tt  liich  the  defendant  w as  the  author. 

[The  learned  attorney  lierc  proceedet 
to  read  tlie  publication.  It  was  entitled, 
The  Past,  the  Present,  and  the  P'uture. 
It  charged  ministers  with  infamous  du- 
plicity and  treachery,  and  with  the  most 
scandalous  corruption.  Ministers,  (it  set 
forth^  had  told  the  people  that  they  were 
fighting  the  battles  of  the  country,  whilt 
they  were  only  fighting  their  own.  'Fluy 
have  been  induced  to  fight  the  battles  of 
legitimate  governments  abroad,  while 
ministers  were  destroying,  at  home,  that 
Constitution  which  they  ought  to  have  de- 
fended. That  Constitution  which  Enincc 
could  not  assail,  and  never  wished  to  in 
jure,  perished  ignobly,  and  without  a 
struggle,  amidst  the  representatives  of 
the  people  and  the  guardians  of  the  pub- 
lic purse.  Were  ministers  contented  witi. 
this— or  must  the  people  bleed,  to  ap- 
pease their  hatred  of  the  cause  of  free- 
dom and  reform  ? If  we  must  bleed,  we 
have  only  to  request  of  them,  in  the  words 
of  Ajax,  “ let  us  perish  in  the  face  of 
Heaven,”  breathing  our  appeal  to  the 
God  of  freedom,  against  the  agents  of  ty- 
ranny and  degradation.  After  attempting 
to  overthrow  freedom  abroad,  ministers 
had  turned  their  attention  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  freedom  at  home.l 

The  libel  was  then  read— and  a person, 
of  the  name  of  Benjamin  Steed,  proved 
that  he  had  received  1000  numbers  of  it 
from  the  defendant  for  publication. 

Mr.  Groome  deposed,  that  lire  right 


honorable  Robert  Stewart,  commonly 
called  viscount  Castlereagh,  was  a knight 
of  the  garter,  and  that  the  right  honor- 
able George  Canning,  was  a privy  coun- 
sellor. He  had  seen  the  liliel,  and  be- 
lieved it  related  to  his  maj<. sty’s  minis- 
tcis  in  the  adini.iistration  of  government. 
The  Word  “ H'c”  at  the  commencement 
of  the  libel,  he  imdeistood  related  to  the 
people  of  England.  Whereverthe  word 
“ Minister.,”  occurred,  he  believed  it  re- 
lated to  his  majesty’s  ministers.  The  ex- 
pression “ when  such  men  as  C-astlereagh 
bribe  such  a man  as  Canning,”  applied, 
in  his  opinion,  to  lord  Custlcreagh  and 
Mr.  Canning. 

Cross-examined  by  the  dtf  ndant. 
Why  do  you  suppose  the  passages  in 
question  apply  to  his  majesty’s  ministers? 
Because  I think  there  are  no  other  per- 
sons to  whom  they  can  apply. 

Defendant — Do  you  think,  then,  there 
arc  no  perso:i3  in  the  country  who  are 
base  and  trcacherm  s,  except  his  ma- 
jesty’s ministers  ?—£ yV.'is  yuestion  cre- 
ated a loud  laugh  in  the  court,  j 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot  desired  the  defen- 
dant to  put  his  questions  in  a decorous 
manner. 

Defendant — I merely  want  to  know  oa 
what  ground  the  defendant  has  formed 
his  opinion.  I shall,  however,  only  ;;slc 
him  anotiicr  question.  Pray,  what  is  your 
profession  ?— ,\  Conveyancer. 

Tlie  case  for  tae  prosecution  closed 
here. 

The  defendant  then  addressed  the  court 
at  great  length,  lie  stated,  that  if  he 
were  conscious  of  having  deserved  the 
observations  which  the  attorney  general 
had  applied  to  him,  he  Mould  not  stand 
before  the  court  with  the  iiuliff  -ren-.-.c 
which  he  then  did.  He  only  exji'cis.  d 
tlie  fair  privilege  of  a public  M i-itcr,  in 
using  the  arguments  which  he  i.atl  laid 
betore  the  public,  anti  lie  M'as  by  no  means 
ashamed  of  them.  'I'he  present  mode  of 
proceeding  differed  much  from  that  of 
tlie  good  old  tiiiK's  to  which  the  attorney 
general  had  referred.  At  the  ])criods  to 
which  he  alluded,  he  would  ha.ve  been 
obliged  to  come  forward  and  make  his 
charge  before  a grand  jury,  to  whom  ho 
would  have  been  compelled  to  shew'  stif- 
ficient  reason  for  dragging  a defendant 
Iron)  his  connexions,  and  shutting  him  up 
in  piison,  prior  to  any  otiier  proceeding 
— instead  of  having  rccou'-s  .'  to  the  pre- 
sent illegal  and  uiico..sdtuUonal  mode  of 
prosecution. 

Mr.  Justice  .Abbot  interrupud  the  de- 
fendant. He  could  not  aiioM-  him  to  call 
the  proceeding  by  information  illegal  and 
unconstitutional ; it  was,  in  fact,  as  old  as 
any  other  part  of  the  l.aw. 

The  defendant  continued. — The  pro- 
ceeding Yvas  oppressive  and  unjust — and 
would  not  he  pursued  liy  any  person  m Iu> 
was  anxious  only  for  the  fair  administra- 
tion of  justice.  .Any  act,  ctmlriry  to 
AT.igna  Charta  or  the  Bill  of  Rignts,  w :s 
not  laM’,  and  could  not  be  made  law,  by 
any  legislature  under  Heaven.  Feeling 
this,  he  conceived  that  he  was  not  pro- 
ceeded against  according  to  law.  He 
did  not  stand  there  to  answer  for  nis  prin- 
ciples, but  to  avow  them.  Whatever  they 
were,  they  M-erc  his  own — and  nothing 
wliieh  he  had  heard  from  the  attorney 
general  would  occasion  him  to  alter  them, 
'i'he  ])finciples  he  espoused,  so  far  from 
being  calculated  to  create  disorder  and 
rebellion,  m-ouIc1,  he  conccive'd,  prevent 
them.  It  Mas  not  becat  se  the  attornev 
general  came  and  said,  t .at  this  ror.ntry 
had  been  engaged  in  a war  for  the  benefit 
of  mankind,  that  he  M as  to  take  it  for 
granted.  His  opinion  differed  on  this 
point  from  that  of  the  learned  gentleman, 
and  until  he  had  studied  politics  as  much 
as  he  (the  defendant)  had  done,  he  M-oiiid 
not  take  thei/ise  dixit  of  the  learned  gtn- 
tleman,  whose  inqtiiies  Mere  entirely  of 
a legal  nature,  on  this  subject. — It  w.vs 
said  if  he  had  given  bail,  he  M ould  not 
have  been  kept  moretiianan  hour  or  tM  o 
from  his  business.  But,  M-hcii  he  feit 
himself  oppressed,  he  never  would  boM' 
to  his  oppressois;  it  M as  because  men 
had  been  M'cak  enough  to  do  so,  tliat  a- 
btises  had  not  been  l^ully  exarr.inctl,  and 
properly  remedied.  He  had  five  we-cks 
been  imprisoned  on  a judge’s  M'arrant. 
:Ie  had  suffered  that  imprisonment,  be- 
cause he  Yvished  to  expose  the  injustice 
of  a law,  that  ought  to  be  met  M iththc  ex- 
ecration of  the  people.  He  had  been  re- 
tused  copies  of  the  informations  filed  a- 
gainst  him — he  M-as,  therefore,  obliged 
to  gather  the  charges  alleged  from  M hat 
had  fallen  from  the  attorney  general. 
Fortunately  he  had  received  a little  good 
advice  on  this  occasion  ; otherwise,  per- 
haps, he  would  not  have  had  any  thing 
to  say  in  his  defence.  Suppose  his  case 
had  been  just  the  reverse  of  what  it  M-as— 
suppose,  instead  of  his  being  a single 
man,  caring  for  fexv,  and  for  whom  few 
cared,  he  had  been  a tradesman  M-ith  a 
large  family — suppose  he  had  been  in  ill- 
health,  and  requiring  all  the  attention 
persons  in  such  a state  demanded — M hat 
then  M ould  have  been  his  situation,  in  thb 
boasted  land  of  liberty,  M-hen  hurried  to 
a prison,  because  he  dared  to  express  his 
opinions  ? The  defendant  then  observed, 
that  he  M-as  charged  first,  M-ith  a libel  on 
the  King’s  admiiiistration  of  govcrnmet.t 
—and  next  xvith  a libel  on  the  Adminis- 
tration itself.  The  first  charge  was  faU 
l.icious— for  it  was  a constitutional  max- 
im that  the  King  could  do  no  MTong — 
and,  therefore,  he  could  not  be  sai-;!  to 
administer  the  government.  If  it  were  as- 
sumed thathedid  administer  the  govern- 
ment, the  maxim  was  futile— for,  in  the 
administration  of  the  government,  he,  liko 
others.  M as  liable  to  error.  The  defon- 
dant  then  proceeded  to  argue,  that  his 
statement,  with  ri-s^cct  to  tits  adminis- 


tfatlon  Itself,  was  wcll-foundcJ.  ^^^len 
wai  fare  was  commenced  for  the  purpose 
of  puttin!'  down  tlie  pniiciples  ol  the 
French  Hevolution,  they  were  told,  that 
all  their  hopes  ol  happiness  in  heaven  and 
of  blessini^  upon  earth,  depended  on  re- 
sistance to  those  principles. — 1 hcv  all 
knew  the  promise  made  by  the  ministe 
•of  thedav— and  they  all  knew  the  result 
of  those  promises — they  were  all  fallaci 
ous.  Every  thinj  except  legitimate  mo 
jiarchy,  had  been  lost.  .\nd  here  he  wish 
ed  to  know,  whether,  by  the  legitimate 
monarclrt’,  the  learned  gentleman  meant 
the  triumph  of  those  accursed  and  dc 
testable  priitciplcs,  which  were  recog- 
nized by  the  ministerial  writers  of  the 
day  ? Ifirc  did,  then  had  England  fought 
to  establish  the  most  pctstilcntial  princi- 
ples that  ever  were  adopted — principles 
which  Englishmen  had  always  resisted 
and  which  freemen  would  be  always  reads' 
to  oppose.  If  a system  founded  on  such 
principles  were  to  be  adopted,  he  would 
rather  be  its  victim  than  its  slave — the 
learned  gentleman  might  exchange  his 
brief  for  a dagger, and  write  his  cpitapl 
in  his  blood.  They  were  told  that  the  li- 
'berty  of  the  press  must  have  its  bounds 
and  limits.  If  it  m\ist  have  those  limis, 
he  hoped  Englishmen  would  not  sutler 
an  attorney  general  to  prescribe  them 
They  loved  chat  liberty  too  much  to  trust 
to  it  in  such  hands — and,  if  the  orphan 
were  too  weak  to  walk  alone,  they  would 
not,  he  was  sure,  entrust  the  leading 
strings  to  that  individiral  who"  stood  di 
rectly  between  the  government  and  the 
people.  The  defendant  then  went  on  to 
animadvert  on  the  whole  of  the  publica 
tion  in  wliichthe  alleged  libel  was  con- 
tained, contending,  with  much  energ) 
that  as  a public  writer,  he  was  jiistifie 
in  descanting  on  the  conduct  of  public 
men— who,  the  moment  they  became 
public  men,  merged  their  private  in  their 
public  character.  He  would  assert,  that 
ministers  not  only  felt  a desire  to  destroy 
the  constitution  of  the  country,  but  he 
would  go  further,  and  declare  that  they 
had  accomplished  their  desire ; and  he 
conceived  he  was  perfectly  jnstifi -d  in 
charging  them  with  any  motives  wliich 
might  fairly  he  inferred  from  their  con- 
duct. .-\t  the  time  he  wrote  the  article 
in  fpiestion,  ministers  had  subverted  the 
constitution.  They  stated,  that  it  was 
insunicic.it  to  guard  the  nation  against 
treason,  which  existed  only  in  their  own 
minds;  against  plots,  of  which  the  people 
knew  nothing — against  conspiracies,  of 
■which  they  were  themselves  the  only  de- 
positories. When,  in  conse<|ncnce  of 
such  statements,  the  constitution  was  sus- 
pended, and  the  liberty  of  the  subject 
w.as  placed  under  the  mercy  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  he  had  a rigut  to  contend 
for  that  legitimate  condemnation  of  those 
w!io  pl.anncd  such  me.isures,  which  as  a 
public  writer,  he  was  authorized  to  do, 
in  the  production  of  the  publication  ex- 
hibited against  him.  The  defendant  next 
adverted  to  the  present  law  of  libel,  which, 
he  observed,  w.ts  borrowed  from  the  pro- 
ceedingsof  the  Star  Chamber,  and  might 
be  traced  ultimately  to  the  Justiui'ancode. 
That  which  was  intended  to  put  down 
the  last  spark  of  freedom  in  Constanti- 
nople, (such  was  our  commercial  entcr- 
prizc)  had  been  imitorted  here— but  it 
was  not  naturalized— .inJ  he  trusted  iIk* 
jury  would  look  at  it  with  a most  suspi- 
cious eye  ; Tlnd  that  by  their  verdict  this 
day,  they  would  declare,  that  nocharactci 
in  a public  situation,  should  hereafter  be 
exempted  from  inquiry,  nor  from  accu- 
sation, when  accusation  was  deserved. 
The  defendant,  after  a great  variety  of 
remarks  on  tlic  speech  of  the  attorney 
general,  proceeded  to  stale,  that  he  be- 
lieved the  present  prosecution  was  com- 
menced, in  consequence  of  his  having  re- 
monstrated with  the  late  attorney  general, 
on  the  conduct  pursued  by  the  Hev.  Mr. 
Fowls,  a magistrate  in  Stad'ordshirc,  who 
caused  a pci-son  to  be  apprehended  while 
selling  The  Black  Dxpjrf,  The  defen- 
dant tii.en  adverted  to  tlie  strongest  points 
hi  the  alleged  libel,  whicli  h ? strenuously 
defended. — He  admitted  that  they  were 
strongly  w ritten — uul  he  intended  that 
they  should  be  so,  in  order,  if  possible, 
to  awaken  the  people  to  a just  sense  of 
their  situation. 

The  attorney  general  replied  at  great 
length.  Ha  defended  the  course  of  pro- 
ceeding which  had  been  adopted  with 
respect  to  the  defendant  as  strictly  legal. 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot  charged  the  jury. 

It  was,  be  observed,  open  to  every  sub- 
ject, to  discuss  the  measures  of  the  Ciov- 
ernment,  provided  he  did  so  reasonably, 
fairly  and  calmly — but  if,  instead  of  so 
<liscussi’ig  measures,  a person  choose  to 
litter  and  issue  forth  to  tlie  world  slander 
and  calumny  against  the  government  or 
the  individuals  composing  it,  he  was  guil- 
ty of  a lib'el. — There  was  a point  where 
reasoning  ceased,  and  slander  and  ca- 
lumny began  ; and  it  was  for  the  jury  to 
consider  whether  the  paper  in  question 
was,  in  point  of  law,  a free,  fair,  and  can- 
did discussion,  or  whether  it  did  not  go 
beyond  that  li.ie  of  argument,  which 
ought  to  he  preserved.  liis  opinion  was, 
tliat  it  was  a scandalous,  malicious  ami 
seditious  libel. 

'Fhc  Jury  retired  for  two  hours  and 
half,  and  then  returned  to  the  Court,  the 
Eor.'man  standing  with  three  of  his  fel 
lows  at  the  door  of  the  Judges’  Iloom; 
the  other  Jurymen  were  behind  them. 

Mr.  Law,  (Clerk  of  Nisi  Pidus)  then 
put  the  question  in  the  usual  form, 
whether  they  found  the  defendant  Guilty 
of  the  Misdemeanor  charged  in  the  infor- 
mation, or  not  guilty. 

The  Eoreman  answered,  we  find  him 
guilty  ; but  three  of  the  Jury  wish  to  state 
sp<  i:«l  grounds. 

Mr.  Justice  Ahhbt. — Your  verdict  must 
be  a general  verdict  of  guilty  [or]  not 
guilty.  Do  I undei-stand  you  to  say  that 
you  hud  tlie  defendant  guilty  ? 

The  Eoreman  bowed,  and  we  believe 
added,  “ Yes.” 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot — Is  the  verdict  of 
guilty  the  verdict  of  all  the  gcuilcmcn  of 
the  J ury  ? 


The  Foreman  again  bowed  ; but  if  he 
said  any  thing,  it  was  inaudible  beyond 
the  Bench. 

After  the  Jury  iinpannclled  for  the  tri- 
al of  the  second  information  stated  below 
had  retired,  Mr.  Chitty  made  an  appli- 
cation to  his  Lordship,  respecting  the 
present  case,  which  we  'vs  ill  state  here 
for  convenience. 

■Mr.  Chitty  said  that  he  hoped  it  would 
not  he  considered  as  an  im]iertincnt  in- 
trusion, if  he  mentioned  to  his  Lordship, 
that  three  of  the  Jurymen  stated  that 
they  had  not  bmught  in  their  verdict 
guilty. 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot. — When  I put  the 
question,  the  foreman  answered  in  the 
affirmative  that  it  was  the  verdict  of  the 
whole  Jury. 

Mr.  Chitty. — Three  of  the  Jury  un- 
derstood that  they  were  to  go  back  and 
reconsider,  as  your  Lordship  could  only 
receive  a general  verdict.  I presume, 
that  the  Crown,  only  wishes  to  obtain  a 
Verdict  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  the 
Jury. 

•Mr.  Justice  Abbot. — I take  itfor  grant- 
ed, that  the  Crown  only  wishes  to  obtain 
a verdict  by  legal  means — by  the  una- 
nimous voice  of  the  Jur>'.  There  was 
no  need  for  that  observation.  No  gen- 
tleman objected  to  the  verdict  at  the 
time : I distinctly  asked  if  the  whole  Jury 
agreed  in  the  verdict,  and  an  answer  was 
given  that  they  all  concurred.  It  may  be 
extremely  dangerous,  if,  after  a Jury  has 
retired,  after  giving  in  their  verdict,  any 
attention  conhl  he  jiaid  to  the  statement 
of  some  of  the  individuals.  If  it  can  be 
done  at  all,  it  must  be  done  in  another 
place;  but  I do  not  believe  that  it  can 
be  done  at  all.  Tliere  was  no  intimation 
that  any  gentleman  dissented,  and  I con- 
sented to  receive  nothing  that  did  not 
Come  from  all  the  Jury. 

•Mr.  Chitty  was  about  to  interpose  a- 
gain,  when  the  learned  Judge  enquired 
if  be  appeared  as  Counsel. 

Mr.  Chitty  answered  that  he  clid,  and 
that  he  was  instructed  by  the  dcfend.am’s 
Attorney.  He  added,  that  the  Jury 
brought  in  a written  paper  to  be  present- 
ed to  his  Lordship. 

i\Ir.  Justice  Abbot. — I certainly  do 
not  wish  to  infringe  on  the  privileges  of 
the  Jury,  or  upon  any  thing  belonging 
them;  but  after  a verdict  has  been  re- 
ived and  recorded,  I cannot  allow  a 
part  of  the  Jury,  after  they  had  with- 
drawn, having  delivered  in  the  verdict  as 
the  verdict  of  the  whole,  to  say  that  they 
lid  not  agree.  If  there  be  any  remedv 
for  this,  it  must  be  had  hereafter  ; but  1 
cannot  properly  receive  the  application. 

Mr.  Wooller  said,  that  the  Jury  offered 
a paper  to  his  Lordship. 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot. — I saw  a paper  in 
the  hand  of  one  of  the  Jury,  but  no  paper 
was  offi  rcd  to  me. 

Mr.  Wooller. — You  said  that  vou 
would  not  receive  the  objections  of  the 
Jury. 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot.— I said  that  I 
would  receive  any  thing  that  proceed- 
ed from  the  whole  of  the  Jury,  but 
notliing  that  proceeded  from  a part  of  it. 

I askcil,  in  a tone  of  voice  quite  audible, 
if  the  verdict  of  guilty  were  the  verdietj 
of  all,  and  I was  told  that  it  was.  Fart 
of  the  Jury  is  now  probably  gone  home, 
and  I can  do  nothing  now  ; probably  tiic 
whole  of  the  Jury  is  not  now  here. 

Mr.  Wooller.— The  whole  of  the  Jurv 
is  here  : they  have  never  separated ; anil 
the  verdict  at  present  is  only  the  verdict 
of  nine,  not  of  twelve. 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot. — The  verdict  was 
delivered  to  me  as  the  verdict  of  twelve. 
The  n hole  Jury  was  preynt  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Wooller.— ()nly  four  were  in 
Court  at  the  door ; the  r<  st  were  behind, 
and  did  not  hear  what  passed.  I could 
only  see  four. 

Mr.  Law,  (Clerk  of  the  Nisi  Priiis) 
said,  that  he  understood  that  when  the 
Jury  was  asked  whether  they  all  concur- 
red, the  reply  was  Yes  ; but  three  wished 
to  add  some  special  grounds. 

Mr.  Justice  .\bbot.— I have  delivered 
my  judgment  upon  it ; if  it  be  inco-rect,  I 
you  will  have  an  opportunity  of  correct-! 
ing  it  hereafier.  1 am  bound  todeliver| 
that  judgment  according  to  the  best  ofl 
my^'eason  and  understanding. 

Mr.  Wooller. — I have  no  means  of  ap- 
pealing against  yonr  Lords'iip’s  judg- 
uent  hereafter.  Tiiis  cannot  be  justice, 
my  Lord.  Tne  three  Jurymen  are  ready 
to  depose  on  affidavit  that  they  did  not 
consent  to  the  verdict. 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot. — The  verdict  is! 
recorded  here. 

Mr.  Wooller.— Their  error  is  not  to 
prejudice  my  case. 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot. — In  the  proper 
place  you  may  apply ; I have  no  wish  to! 
gel  a verdict  tvhich  is  not  the  verdict  of 
the  whole ; but  it  seems  to  me  here  I 
cannot  listen  to  you  : the  Jury  have  re-! 
tired,  -and  som^arc  probably  gone  home. 

Mr.  Wooller  repeated  that  all  twelve' 
were  not  in  Court ; he  only  saw  four  of 
them,  and  his  Lordship  could  not  sec  so 
many.  ] 

Mr.  Justice  Abbot. — The  sooner  this, 
discussion  is  closed  the  belter;  wti,mu?.t' 
proceed  to  some  ether  business.  | 

The  Kin^,  v.  Thomas  Jonathan  IVooUer. 

\ Thiswa^a  second  information  against 
the  defendant,  for  printing  and  publish- 
ing a libel  in  the  “ Black  Dwarf,”  No.  3, 
of  February  the  12th  : it  was  cliarged  on; 
the  record  to  be  a scandalous,  malicious 
and  seditious  iihel,  of  and  concerning  the! 
right  of  petition,  of  and  concerning' 
Xing  John,  Charles  I.  Janus  II.  Wil- 
liam III.  See. 

The  Attorney  General  stated  the  na- 
ture of  the  libel : he  admitted  that  it  was 
ludicrous  in  its  form,  but  it  was,  perhaps, 
the  more  injurious  and  dangerous  on  that 
account.  He  censured  in  strong  terms 
the  entleavors  here  made  to  draw  down 
contempt  upon  one  of  the  most  valuable 
rights  of  Englishmen,  settled  at  what  he 
should  ever  call  the  glorious  Revolution 
of  1 688  ; and  he  went  through  the  various 
paragraphs,  pointing  out  such  parts  as 


in  his  opinion  were  peculiarly  offensive. 
He  took  occasion  to  inform  the  jury  that 
the  defendant  had  a singular  facility  of 
composition ; for,  being  a printer,  he  fre- 
quently had  no  need  of  manuscript,  but 
printed  from  the  dictation  of  his  mind  as 
he  proceeded. 

The  defendant,  as  in  the  former  case 
admitted  the  facts  of  aplhorship,  printing 
and  publishing;  and  Mr.  Stcill  proved 
that  he  sold  about  7 50  copies  of  this  num- 
ber of  the  Black  Dwarf. 

The  libel  was  then  read  in  the  follow- 
ing terms : — 

RIGHT  OF  PETITION. 

“ The  people  of  this  country  have  heard 
a great  deal  about  the  right  of  petition ; 
notwithstanding  a thousand  proofs  of  its 
inefficacy,they  seem  as  fond  ofitasever. 
But  some  tub  must  be  thrown  out  to  the 
whale.  There  must  be  found  some  way 
or  other  to  dissipate  the  well  grouniled 
discontent  that  so  universally  prevails; 
and,  like  a breakwater,  the  right  of  pe- 
tiiioning  is  thrust  forward  to  stop  the  cur- 
rent of  popular  dissuisfaction.  .\!1  this  is 
very  well : but  what  purpose  will  it  an- 
swer ? Like  all  other  delusions,  it  will  be 
found  out  at  last,  and  then  good  bye  to 
petitioning.  In  the  literal  acceptation 
of  ilic  term,  nothing  is  or  can  be  s.i  ri- 
diculous. Thcriglitof  petitioning!  Bra- 
vo! John  Bull,  bravo!  You  have  the 
right  of  petitioning,  have  you  ? And  yonr 
ancestors  obtained  it  for  you,  did  they  ? 
And  Hampden  bled  for  the  right  of  pe- 
titioning, did  he  ? And  Sydney  was  be- 
headed, and  Russell,  for  the  right  of  pe- 
titioning ! And  your  ancestors  sent 
Charlc.s  to  the  block,  and  drove  James 

to , for  the  right  of  petitioning:,  did 

they?  And  you  possess  the  right,  John- 
ny, do  you  ? Ami  are  charged  sixty  mil- 
lions a year  for  it,  are  you  ? Well,  yon 
may  call  it  one  o/  your  dearest  rights, 
for  you  have  paid  dear  enough  for  it,  in 
all  conscience.  But  you  area  good  sort 
of  a fellow;  and  being  no  judge  of  the 
value  of  diamonds,  it  is  the  same  to  yon 
whether  you  have  glass  or  French  paste. 

It  must  glisten  a little  to  please  your 
imagination  ; and  you  are  pleased  as  the 
poor  Indian  who  gives  his  gold  or  his 
treasure  for  a bauble.  But  the  savage  is 
the  better  off'  of  the  two  ; for  though  he 
gets  but  a bauble,  it  is  s'^mething  at  least ; 
but  you,  John,  have  got  nothing  for  your 
liberty,  but  have  had  every  pocket  pick- 
ed into  the  bargain. 

“ But  yon  have  the  right  of  petitioning, 
you  say.  Yes,  you  have  indeed ; and  you 
petition  away  with  a vengeance.  'Yon 
see  those  whom  you  petition  have  a vo- 
racious appetite  for  such  kind  of  food. 
I'hcy  swallow  them  as  fast  as  the  serpent 
of  ^I 'scs  swallowed  all  the  other  ser- 
pents. Only  you  have  fed  them  a little 
too  fast,  and  having  to  pick  out  of  so  many, 
they  are  now  become  a little  nice.  They 
would  have  the  politest  epithets  bestowed 
upon  them  ; and  if  you  will  flatter  their 
vanity,  and  rely  upon  their  wisdom,  fahh 


you  may  use  your  right  of  petitioningas 
frequently  as  you  please.  You  will  as- 
sist trade  by  it.  Lawyers  will  find  parch- 
ment dearer,  and  the  tailors  will  get  it 
cheaper  to  make  measures  with. 

“ But  in  reality.  Master  Bull,  you  es- 
timate all  this  boasted  right  a little  too 
highly.  .•\re  you  not  aware  that  yon  only 
have  it  in  common  with  the  free  burgess- 
es of  the  Mogul,  and  the  independent 
slaves  of  the  Dcy  of  Algiers  I They  say 
they  are  very  sorry  too;  and  that  your 
petition  ought  to  lay  on  the  table  for  con- 
sideration ; and  that  a proper  time  ^ught 
to  be  taken  for  such  consideration.  Bat 
then  they,  poor  souls  ! are  so  busied  for 
your  good,  throughout  the  session,  that 
the  proper  time  never  comes,  and  yonr 
grievances  are  never  redressed.  It  is 
sometimes  hinted,  that  they  are  onlv 
temporary,  and  will  cure  themselves ; and 
there  is  no  doubt  of  that : only  be  patient 
for  half  a century,  and  if  the  grievances 
do  not  die  away,  why  you  will ; and  that 
is  the  same  thing.  Now  you  see,  that 
while  you  dosscss  the  right  of  petition- 
ing, and  they  possess  the  right  of  neglect- 
ing your  petitions,  it  is  just  the  same 
thing  as  if  you  had  no  right  at  all. 

“ This  is  the  best  side  of  the  question. 
This  is  the  view  of  the  case  when  vour 
pcliiions  are  deemed  to  be  fit  to  be  re- 
ceived ; for  you  see  that  your  right  of 
petitioning  is  confined  to  a peculiar  mode 
of  expression.  If  your  pockets  are  pick- 
ed, you  must  not  pray  the  Ilo-nso  of 
Commons  to  hang  a ^linister — you  must 
civilly  ask  them  to  be  so  kind  as  not  to 
let  him  do  it  again.  If  your  valuable 
constitution  is  injured,  or  totally  destroy- 
ed, you  must  only  ask  for  its  renovation 
in  the  most  mild  and  gentlemanly  terms. 
The  llo'.iss  must  not  he  insulted!  Oii 
no!  the  House  must  not  be  insulted.  ,\1- 
though  every  body  knows  that  the  House 
of  Commons,  collectively  taken,  speaks 
neither  the  voice  of  the  people,  nor  at- 
tends to  the  wishes  of  the  people  ; al- 
though every  body  knows  that  a majority 
of  the  House  are — what  it  would  not  be 
prudent  to  say ; although  the  experience 
of  ages  lias  proved  it  the  ready  servant 
of  the  existing  Minister ; and  that,  there- 
fore, it  is  neither  rationally  nor  constitu- 
tionally the  representative  of  the  public  ; 
yet  all  this  is  to  be  veiled  in  silence.  ^Yc 
ma.y  petition  the  House  for  reform,  if  in 
the  same  breath  we  will  admit  that  it 
wants  no  reform  ; we  may  entreat  it  t<* 
restore  us  the  blessings  of  our  constitu- 
tion, and  give  us  back  our  rights,  if  wc 
will  confess  that  our  rights  have  not  been 
infringed  upon,  and  that  the  blessings  of 
the  constitution  have  never  been  impair- 
ed. Such  is  now  the  state  of  the  right 
of  petition.  'We  must  suppress  the  re- 
monstrance of  truth,  and  the  firm  tone 
of  justice,  and  then  our  complaints  may 
be  heard — and  despised. 

“ The  terms  imply  this — the  right  of 
petition  is  the  only  privilege  of  slaves. — 
Freemen  would  blush  to  hear  it  boasted 
of  in  its  modern  acceptation. 

“But  were  our  ancestofs  fools  then, 
and  slaves  I No,  neither.  They  were 
men,  but  not  scliolars.  They  approach- 


ed their  monarchs  with  petitions,  it 
true;  but  then  tl'.cy  carried  arms  in  their 
hands  to  support  them,”  &c. 

Mr.  Wooller,  in  his  defence,  stated 
that  when  lie  wrote  the  above  production 
he  had  not  the  slightest  expectation  that 
It  would  be  a source  of  serious  enquiry 
in  a court  of  justice. — He  did  not  ima 
gine  that  the  ministerial  jealousy  of  the 
freedom  of  the  press  would  be  quite  so 
contemptible  as  to  notice  it.  It  was 
meant  merely  as  a joke,  and  must  be  con- 
sidered as  the  farce  to  the  tragedy  of  the 
last  information.  In  the  sentiments,  how 
ever,  he  heartily  concurred,  and  if  urged 
seriously,  he  should  have  supported  them 
seriously.  He  went  over  the  various 
parts  of  the  libel  that  were  considered 
particularly  objectionable,  arguing  that 
the  whole  was  grounded  upon  historical 
and  incontrovertible  facts.  As  to  the 
passage  regarding  “enforcing”  the  re 
dress  of  grievances,  and,  indeed,  the 
whole  of  tliat  portion  of  the  letter,  he  in 
sisted  that  it  meant  nothing  more  than 
the  moral  force  which  sound  doctrines 
must  ever  enjoy  : that,  tbougli  in  the 
time  of  King  John  or  Charles  I.  the  force 
of  arms  might  be  necessary  ; in  the  pre- 
sent day,  when  all  men  were  compari- 
tivclyso  well  educated  and  enlightened: 
the  force  of  reason  was  much  stronger 
and  more  satisfactory.  Such  was  the 
fair  meaning  to  be  put  upon  the  whole 
libel,  which  was  dictated  on  the  spur  of 
the  moment,  at  a time  when  the  House 
of  Commons  was  rejecting  an  immense 
number  of  petitions,  in  favor  of  parlia- 
mentary reform. 

The  attorney  general  replied ; after 
which  Mr.  Justice  Abbot  summed  up, 
going  minutely  over  nearly  every  para 
graph  of  t!ie  publication,  and  declaring 
it  as  his  decided  opinion  that  it  was  libel- 
lous ; that,  however,  was  a question,  the 
decision  of  wiiich  by  law  rested  with  the 
jury  only. 

The  jury  retired  for  an  hour,  and  then 
ectuniedto  the  box,  from  whciicc  the  fore 

i • . • 

man  delivered  tlie  verdict  not  guilty.- 
.\s  soon  as  the  verdict  was  declared,  the 
court  rang  with  acclamations,  which 
continued  several  minutes.  'I’ne  sheriffs 
at  length  interfered,  and  put  an  end  to 
the  (listiirbancc. 

T ic  two  trials  occupied  the  court  from 
half  past  nine  in  the  iiioriiing  until  past 
six  in  the  evening.

roi's. 

\Vc  enter  upon  the  task  of  the  pre- 
sent week  with  unfeigned  regret  ; for 
we  had  a slight  hope  that  the  subject  of 
our  present  ess.ay  would  have  been  able 
to  advance  some  reasons  for  his  deser- 
ion  of  his  country,  and  his  cause,  which 
migiit  save  him  from  unqualified  re- 
proof. This  has  not  been  tlic  case.  A 
per.isal  of  his  last  pamphlet  will  enable 
every  one  to  perceive  tnat  FE  .VR  alone 
has  been  his  leading  principle — that  he 
trembled  to  meet  the  vengeance  of  the 
puny  animals,  whom  he  had  so  long  nre- 
rnded  to  defy,  and  whom  he  had  incited 
others  to  oppos'u  Speaking  of  his  fare- 
evil  address  as  a m-r'-  composition,  it  is 
truly  contemptible;  replete  with  the 
most  palpable  contradictions,  and  the 
most  ridiculous  reasoning.  But  consid- 
ering it  as  a d ’f  nce  of  his  conduct,  it 
sinks  below  examination,  and  fails  in  evc- 
y point  he  attempts  to  estahiisli.  He 
must  have  been  sea-sick  when  he  wrote 
it,  and  his./iircTu  II  is  calculated  to  make 
all  his  readers  sick  too  ; we  shall  ]iro- 
cced  to  aiulyse  it  a little  particularly,  in 
order  to  put  the  friends  of  reform  upon 
their  guard,  lest  they  shiiuld  imbibe  the 
fears,\i.n(\X.\\Q  drsfiondcncy  of  their  self- 
deserted  leader. 

He  commences  with  the  cant  phrase 
of  “ M lb-loved  Countrymn,”  and  as- 
sures us  that  he  is  slill  very  proud  of  the 
land  in'vhich  he  was  born,  and  in  which 
his  parc'.its  lie  bnried  ; and  that  he  shall 
ever  love  and  esteem  us  beyond  all  the 
rest  of  mankind.  Like  the  priests’  bless- 
m.g,  this  will  cost  him  nothing  ;^nd  we 
do  not  see  that  wc  are  indebted"}  him 
for  it  more  than  the  original  value.  We 
admit,  with  Mr.  Cobbett,  that  every  one 
has  a right  to  pursue  his  own  happiness, 
if  he  can  do  it  without  wrong  to  another ! 
But  we  deny  tnat  Mr.  Cobbett  could 
have  cht'Sen  t'nc  path  he  has  now  taken 
without  wrong  to  thousands  ; without  in- 
jury to  that  cause,  in  comparison  of  which 
the  lives  of  ten  thousand  Cohbetls,  would, 
in  the  eye  of  justice  and  p.atriotism,  liave 
been  deemed  as  dust  in  the  balance;  not 
without  ingratitude  to  tliat  country, 
wliich  has  a right  to  demand  bis  talents 
and  his  life  as  « (hbt,  \i  her  interests  re- 
quired the  sacrifice  of  the  one,  or  the  ex- 
ertion of  the  other.  Mr.  Colibett  should 
have  remembered,  although  his  readers 
might  have  been  gene’.'ons  enough  to  for- 
get, that  he  has  before  been  the  eiiemv 
of  liberal  principles,  and  just  ideas  ; that 
he  has  been  pardoned  an  enmity  which 
once  invigorated,  the  ana  oi  tyranny,  and 


supported  the  cause  of  the  most  unbri 
died  despotism.  As  a voluntary  repara- 
tion for  this  error,  to  call  it  by  its  tnlldest 
name,  he  came  the  xmsolicited  ad^cati 
for  the  cause  of  freedom  ; he  rallied  her 
broken  troops ; he  was  found  in  the  fore- 
most ranks,  laying  about  him  with  n 
large  oak  stick,  which,  if  it  killed  none 
at  least  gave  our  opponents  some  very 
sore  bruises.— I le  was  the  foremost  cham 
pion  in  the  political  fair  ; at  singlc-stick 
foot-ball,  or  a literary  boxing  match,  he 
w'us  your  only  man.  In  sheer  strength 
he  was,  perhaps,  without  an  cqtial  ; and 
although  a little  clumsy,  and  not  always 
quick  enough  at  warding  off  a blow,  he 
always  returned  it  with  cfl'ect,  and  gene- 
rally with  good  interest. 

The  friends  of  reform  justly  appreciate 
the  value  of  this  powerful  assistance 
they  named  him  as  a principal  leader,  and 
paid  him  more  than  handsomely  for  his 
exertions.  The  horizon  of  freedom  be- 
gan to  brighten  ; the  llame  of  the  ethe- 
real gladness  burst  upon  our  sight.  Rea 
son,  truth,  and  justice,  were  pvi  partng  to 
receive  the  genius  of  happiness.  Our 
enemies,  the  most  contemptible  that 
conld  be  drawn  out  in  array  against  such 
formidable  forces,  trembled  to  the  very 
heart’s  core — they  found  it  necessary  to 
do  something,  witliout  knowing  what  to 
do  : and  unable  to  devise  any  expedient 
from  the  receptacles  where  their  own 
brains  should  have  been  dejiositcd,  they 
looked  round  to  see  in  what  manner  for- 
mer tyrants  had  combated  the  friends 
ofindepcndcnce.  'l^  y discovered  the 
precedent  cf  suspending  the  Habeas  Cor- 
pus act,  to  have  been  rc.sorted  toby  Mr. 
Fitt ; and  without  any  similarity  between 
the  times  or  the  circumstances,  they  had 
recourse  to  the  same  means  of  exlin- 
.guishing  the  bla'ze  of  inquiry  wliich 
threatened  to  illuminate  the  darkest  re- 
cesses of  the  .\ngcan  stables  of  cferrup- 
tion — 'llkis  miserable  subterfuge  has 
fallen  still-born  to  the  earth.  It  has  in- 
timidated no  one  but  Mr.  Cobbett.  It 
can  reach  no  one,  but  through  his  own 
cowardice.  The  national  opinijn  is  a 
shield  through  which  the  d'aggers  of  the 
present  administration  can  reach  no  hon-l 
cst  man.— If  they  should  strike,  and  they 
'vould  if  their  fears  would  let  them,  they 
will  accelerate  our  cause  with  ton-fold 
speed,  and  give  a aigorous  impulse  to^ 
the  feelings  which  exist  against  them,  be-| 
fore  which  they  must  fly,  or  beneath 
whidi  they  must  fall  1 

And  Mr.  Cobbett,  in  the  face  of  the 
public,  tells  us  that  there  is  no  hope  re- 
maining for  us  ; that  nothing  could  have 
induced  him  to  quit  us  while  there  re- 
mained the  smallest  chance  of  being  'able, 
by  remaining,  to  continue  to  aid  her 
cause.  He  insolently  adds,  “ no  such 
chance  is  now  Iffit  Would  to  Heaven, 
we  could  stand  ii  pon  some  eminence,  from 
which  our  uplifted  voice  could  reach  the 
coward,  as  the  full  sail  waits  him  away 
from  the  firm,  gallant  hearts  he  has  dc-' 
serted,  that  wc  might  tlmiukT,  in  his' 
shrinking  cars,  HE  LIES  ! — .Vo  chancel 
for  England  !— No  hope  for  England  ! — 
ir.ant  ns  patience,  spirit  of  freedom, 
while  we  record  this  insult  to  thy  inlln- 
nce ; and  write  that  it  was  uttered  by! 
the  flying  Cobbett,  under  the  reign  of 
Casiicreagh  and  Liverpool  1 | 

Mr.  Cobbett  goes  on  to  say,  that  itis 
impossible  to  write  according  to  the  die-; 
tales  oftruth  and  rcasan,  without  draw-' 
ig  down  upon  our  beads  certain  and 
swift  d.-striiction  ; as  Mr.  Brougham  has' 
observed  in  a late  speech,"  that  every, 
writer  who  opposes  the  present  inea-j 
surcs  must  feel  that  he  sits  down  to  write, 
with  a about  his  neck  ! And  be- 
cause the  ministers  have  prepared  them- 
selves with  halters,  we  must  take  to  our 
heels,  a.nd  run  away,  instead  of  turningi 
and  wrestling  them  out  of  their  hands.' 
But  allowing  there  is  some  danger,  \%  it. 
not  more  becoming  oitr  leaders,  as  they, 
call  themselves,  to  fall  at  the  head  oftheir 
troops,  than  vilely  to  abandon  them  in 
the  day  of  trial  ? Is 'it  not  more  noble  to 
meet  death  courageously  at  once,  if  death, 
must  be  the  certain  lot  of  our  opposition 
to  tyranuic  measures,  than  meanly  to  fly 
from  the  danger  of  the  day,  to  encounter 
the  same  end,  at  a more  distant  period,' 
disgraced,  despised,  hated,  or  unknown  ? 

A dungeon  in  perspective  has  operated 
so  powerfully  upon  the  nerves  of  Mr. 
Cobbett,  that  he  saw  no  alternative  bc-| 
yw&cn  fight  silence  : and  not  being; 

able  to  hold  his  tongue,  he  has  fled  his' 
country.  It  must  be  confessed,  however,' 
that  he  made  some  effort  to  reason  him- 
J self  into  silence,  that  he  might  be  able  to' 
live  amongst  ns  whom  he  esteems  so: 
much.  “ I asked  myself,”  says  he,; 

“ What,  shall  I submit  in  silence  ? Shall! 

I be  as  dumb  as  one  of  my  horses  ? Shall 
that  indignation  that  burns  within  me  be 
quenched  ? Shall  I makenoeffort  to  pre-' 
serve  even  the  chance  of  assisting  to  bct-| 
ter  the  lot  of  my  unhappy  country  ? Shall ! 
that  mint*,  which  has  communicated  its 
light  and  warmth  to  millions  of  other 
m'lnds,  now  be  extinguished  forever  ? 
And  s'.iall  those  who,  with  thousands  of, 
pens  at  their  command,  still  saw  the  tide 
of  o]}inion  rolling  more  and  more  heavily 
against  them,  now  be  forever  secure  from 
that  pen,  by  the  efforts  «if  which  they 
feared  being  overwhelmed  ? Shall  truth 
never  again  be  uttered?  Shall  her  voice 
never  again  be  heard  from  a'  distant 
shore  ?”  And  this  admirable  reasoning, 
Mr.  Cobbett  tells  us,  turned  the  balance 
and  he  determined  that  his  vast  and  as- 
tonishing powers,  would  be  safer  across 
the  Atlantic.  We  shall,  however,  he 
says,  hear  frorn  him  again.  We  shall 
liavethe  happiness  of  reading  a part  oi 
what  he  will  write  for  our  instruction. 
He  will  sit  down  at  New-York,  or  some 
new  Botlcy  in  the  United  States,  and 
write  lessors  of  reform  for  Englishmen  ' 
What  an  amazing  effort  of  att’ection  ! 
IVhat  an  instance  of  devotion  to  our 
cause  1 And  he  thinks  that  we  shall  be 
sut  h simpletons,  such  blockheads,  as  to 
need  the  advice  and  assistance  of  a man 
who  hasiled  three  thousand  leagues  from 


us,  to  advise  v.s  how  to  act,  with  more 
softy  to  himself!  If  we  arc  prepared 
to  wail  for  tlicse  instructions,  we  jnay  as 
well  at  once  submit  to  the  fctt-  i-s  which 
are  preparing  for  us  at  home  : for  bo 
concludes  with  the  assurance,  that  even 
in  America,  there  shall  never  drop  from 
his  penewy  thing  which  according  to  the 
law  of  the  land,  he  might  not  saf  ly 
write  and  publish  in  England.  M'hat 
docs  he  mean  by  thus  “ paltering  with 
us  in  a double  sense  ?”  Wht'  should  he 
leave  the  country  to  write  whr.t  he  migi.t 
safely  publish  in  it  ? Why  remove  from 
the  scene  which  alone  can  enable  him  to 
write  with  effect,  when  he  contemplates 
writing  notliing  for  which  he  could  be 
rcsiionsiblc  to  t..e  laws  of  England  ? 

The  next  paragraph  of  Mr.  Cobbett 's 
farewell  is  so  conclusive  against  himself 
anil  his  previous  declarations,  that  we 
must  transcribe  it  entire  : 

“ Though  I (|uil  niy  country, /«r  be  it 
from  me  to  look  upon  her  cause  as  des- 
perate ; and  still  farther  be  it  from  me 
to  to  infuse  despondency  xvXo  your 
minds.  I can  serve  that  cause  no  longer 
by  remaining  litre  ; but  the  cause  itself 
is  so  good,  so  just,  so  manifistiy  right 
and  virtuous,  and  it  has  been  combated 
by  means  so  unusual,  so  unnatural,  and 
violent,  that  it  must  triumph  in  Uie  end. 
Besidcsf  the  circumstaiiccs  of  the  coun- 
try all  t'-nd  to  favour  the  cause  of  re- 
form ! This  is  the  confession  of  the 
man,  who  says  we  have  no  chance  1 that 
our  cause  cannot  be  served  by  exertion  ! 
that  he  should  goto  America,  and  verile 
for  the  purpose  of  accelerating  the  pro-» 
gress  of  liberty  and  happiness  in  Eng- 
land. 

The  vanity  and  egotism  of  Mr.  Cob- 
bett  might  have  hcen  pardoned  in  a bet- 
ter cause  than  in  the  justification  of  bis 
own  desertion  ; but  the  following  lan- 
guage is  a direct  insult  to  the  people 
who  have  festered  and  supported  l.im. 

le  asks  of  the  ministers — Do  they 
imagine  that  the  people  who  read  my 
Register  will  not  regard  any  attack  upon 
me  as  an  attack  upon  themselves?”— 
Slave  and  hypocrite  ! would  he  call  upon 
the  jieoplc  to  defend  him  when  he  liaa 
betrayed  them  ? Had  he  been  the  object 
of  ministerial  hostility  while  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty  to  heaven  and  lis 
country,  the  FEOFLE  would  have 
identified  the  cause  of  their  leader  as- 
theirown;  not  a liair  of  his  hcatl  would 
have  been  injured  without  ample  retali- 
ation ; not  a censure  would  have  been 
borne  without  an  adequate  reply.  But 
shall  the  jicople  interest  themselves  in 
the  cause  of  a traitor  ? Shall  they  advo- 
cate the  man  who  has  betrayed  their 
dearest  interests,  and  injured  their  no- 
blest objects  ? Dare  he  still  to  call  liim- 
sclf  a general  ? Docs  he  still  expect  at- 
tention and  admiration  when  deserving 
of  neither  ? — “ What  (says  he)  should  w c 
tiiink  of  an  enemy  in  tlie  field,  who  were 
to  send  over  a flag  of  truce  and  propose 
to  ns  to  give  up  our  generals  ? only  our 
generals  ! That  is  all  .'  The  enemy  has 
no  objection  to  us  ; it  is  only  onr  gene- 
rals that  he  wants,  and  then  we  s’lall  have 
peace  with  him  at  once.”  And  then  he 
brings  in  the  fable  of  the  wolves  and  the 
'lecp,  w ho  were  persuaded  to  give  up 
their  protectors,  the  dogs.  Rut  never 
was  a story  so  ill  a])plied.  'What  evi- 
dence was  there  of  the  probability  tiiat 
would  have  been  given  up  ? Wh» 
were  disposed  to  betray  liini  ? Who  had 
hewn  a di.sposilion  to  desert  him  ? It 
was  the  sheep  w’lo  were  deceived  : it 
was  the  cur  who  became  a coward,  and 
ran  away  from  the  wolves,  whom  it  was 
his  business  to  engage,  and  to  beat.  The 
slicep  had  come  forward  at  his  call ; they 
were  even  paraded  to  difend  him  : he 
might  have  crept  into  the  midst  of  the 
flock,  if  he  were  afraid  to  fight  ; their 
alone  would  hai'c  kept  q,f  the 
wolves  if  they  had  not  been  able  to  over- 
come them.  They  needed  the  assistance 
of  him  upon  whom  they  had  Aten  taught 
to  lean,  not  from  its  abstract  neccssitv, 
but  because  they  had  been  taught  to  ex- 
pect it.  Mr.  Cobbett  ivasonly  important, 
because  he  had  stood  forward  in  that 
place,  which  it  now  appears  would  have 
been  better  filled  by  an  honest  man  ; for 
cowardice  ia  dishonesty  when  freedom  is 
at  stake.  Our  posterity  will  consider 
we  should  have  been  the  faithful  guar- 
dians of  their  freedom  : and  if  our  fears 
suri'cnder  it,  wc  are  morally  rcsiionsiblc 
for  the  loss  we  shall  have  occasioned. 
But,  thongli  our  s-lf-called  gen  ru)  ha.s 
fled — -has  left  his  ]ilace  unoccupied — wo 
perceive  that,  happily,  there  is  no  con- 
sternation among  the  champions  of  re- 
form— not  aiiotlicv  has  deserted  his  post 
— not  a private  will  surrender  his  arms, 
Ins'.ich  a cause  every  man  is  competent 
at  once  to  lead  and  to  act.  Nature,  that 
teaches  us  the  value  of  liberty,  will^snp- 
ply  the  means  of  securing  it.  Itis  not 
tactics  or  discipline  that  we  need  ; let  the 
mechanical  assassins  of  despotism  have 
recourse  to  tuition  in  the  art  ot  murder  ; 
the  sons  of  freedom  are  always  compe- 
tent to  their  own  defence. 

i he  abstract  of  emigration  isnoi 
in  question.  Every  man  has  a right  to 
choose  his  country,  notwithstanding  alj 
the  laws  of  treason  that  ty  nulls  may  enact, 
or  fools  may  acknowledge.  There  is  a 
principle  which  would  be  general  if  des- 
IKits  had  not.  in  some  cases,  I'ooted  it  out,  ^ 
which  would  iiulucc  most,  if  not  all,  of  us, 
to  prefer  the  country  in  which  wc  re- 
ceived lite,  and  where  wc  liavc  formed 
our  earliest  connections.  But  the  prin- 
ciples of  govcinment  that  pretend  to  a 
iifc-liold  slavery  in  every  man  who  has 
the  misfortune  to  be  born'Vhcre  he  can- 
not live  happily,  and  adverse  to  cvci  y la'v 
of  nature;  those  laws  have  made  M.\N

Mr.  Cobbett  had  embwked  tvilh  \ii9usi' 


ands  in  a caune  the  most  important,  and 
the  most  honorable,  in  which  ever  any 
human  being  Was  engaged  to  renovate  a 
sinking  country— to  encourage  the  best 
principles  of  human  happiness— to  root 
out  t!t“  abuses  of  a system  the  most  ex- 
travagant and  corrupt  that  ever  the  annals 
of  history  presented  to  our  view — to 
snatch  the  destinies  of  England  from  the 
murderous  grasp  of  men,  at  once  igno- 
rant and  wicked,  and  redeem  the  fading 
glory  of  our  country  from  the  danger 
into  which  mad  ambition  and  ceaseless 
peculation  had  plunged  her.  These  were 
the  professed  objects  of  Mr.  Cobbett,  who 
pledged  his  if  - to  the  cause.  He  once 
put  aside  personal  considerations — he 
mocked  the  gloom  of  the  dungeon — he 
encountered  the  breath  of  calumny — he 
called  forth  the  energies  of  corruption 
to  defend  itself,  and  then  he  fed.  Tell 
it  not  in  Gath,  proclaim  it  not  in  the  streets 
of  Ascalon.  Self  preservation,  from  even 
the  shadow  of  danger,  has  become  tbe 
ruling  passion  nith  ilr.  Cobbett ; and  to 
secure  a life  that  must  be  rjorthless  in  ob- 
livion, he  has  sacrificed  his  reputation, 
hiscoimtry,  his  countrymen,  and  a profit 
often  thousand  pounds  per  annum,  which, 
he  says,  resulted  from  his  writings. — 
Thus,  the  value  which  the  patriot  at- 
taches to  a miserable  existence,  “ made 
11  p of  a buttoning  and  unbottoning,’  ’break- 
fasting, dining,  drinking  tea,  supping, 
going  to  bed,  getting  up  and  breakfasting 
again,  and  scribbling  what  will  be  useless 
nonsense  at  New  York,  is  ten  thous.md  a 
year,  the  ruin  of  his  country,  the  starva- 
tion and  coercion  of  the  present  race,  and 
the  slavery  of  the  descendants  of  English- 
men, at  a time  when  “ the.  cause  of  reform 
is  by  no  means  desperate  I” 

In  the  16th  column,  another  fit  of  des- 
pondency comes  over  this^/unr  despair  ; 
and,  he  says  again,  the  people  have  no 
prospect  of  an  end  to  their  calamitii  s,  and 
they  must  remove  if  tlicy  have  any  spirit 
in  them.  Although  Mr.  Cobbett  has 
set  the  example  of  exhibiting  his  spirit 
in  this  way,  we  feel  confident'hc  will  find 
as  few  to  imitate  as  to  envy  his  conduct, 
at  a crisis  when  the  laws  and  liberties  of 
England  are  to  be  defended  against  the 
infernal  machinations  of  the  most  despi- 
cable set  c.'  political  miscreants  that 
chance  or  ill-fortune  ever  jostled  into  the 
seat  of  judgment  open  the  destinies  of  a 
nation. 

It  is  quite  e.'t\(\c\\X\\'iitpersonal safety, 
and  the  operation  oi conoardiee  upon  this 
selfish  principle,  have  induced  Mr.  Cob- 
bett to  take  the  step  which  every  man 
must  reprobate  ; and  his  pretence  of 
leaving  us  to  serve  us  hereafter,  is  mere- 
ly the  practical  illustration  of  the  panic 
that  can  justify  itself  in  the  doggerel  lines 
«f 

He  who  fights  and  runs  away, 

MAY  live  t o fight  another  day  ; 

Put  he  who’s  in  the  b.ittle  slain, 

AVilJ  never  rise  to  fight  again. 

This  sort  ol  pretence  would  shorten 
most  contests  ; but  the  result  might  not 
be  very  favorable  to  the  general  good,  if 
the  pretended  champions  of  liberty  al- 
ways take^irsf  to  their  heels  on  such  oc- 
casions. 

Corruption,  says  our  runaway,  has  put 
on  her  aitnour,  and  drawn  her  dagger. 
Well  ! and  what  then  ? Have  we  not 
A1?MS  too  ? ,\nd  must  we  throm  them 
away,  when  she  advances  to  thd  contest, 
after  we  have  been  brandishing  them  be- 
fore her  eyes  so  long  ? Who  expected 
that  such  a hydra-headed  monster  as  the 
corruptions  of  the  day  would  fall  evithout 
a struggle  ? If  Mr.  Cobbett  did,  we  will 
veaiture  to  say  that  he  was  the  only  man 
who  could  be  so  foolish  faml  it  explains 
the  secret  of  his  former  apparent  courage. 
He  thought  there  was  no  dang’-r  ! He, 
therefore,  wrote  liis  “ nice  little  books,” 
with  a great  deal  of  resolution  : but  find- 
ing himself  mistaken,  and  that  he  must 
fight  in  earnest,  his  fears  so  far  got  the 
better  of  his  reason,  that  he  abandons  his 
friends,  his  connections,  his  country,  his 
dearly  beloved  countrymen,  and  ten 
thousand  pounds  a year,  for  the  sake  of 
preserving  a worn-out  tenement  of  flesh 
a few  months  longer  ; and  in  the  hope 
that  he  may  one  day  or  other  return  to 
the  enjoyment  of  them  all,  without  dan- 
ger ! This  Mr.  Cobbett  calls  falling 
hack  I It  is  falling  back  with  a ven- 
geance ; and  wc  may  truly  exclaim, 
too 

“ Oh ! \>  hat  a falling  off,  was  there  !’* 

The  care  which  tnis  poor  old  man  al- 
ways takes  to  introduce  at  the  commence- 
ment of  almost  every  paragraph,  t!iat 
personal  safety  is  out  of  his  considera- 
tion, proves,  .that  personal  safety  is  t;ie 
only  thing  he  can  think  of.  Ei  en  the 
promise  to  write  from  New-York,  to 
comfort  and  instruct  us,  is  tortured  into 
an  argument  of  the  necessity  of  his  leav- 
ing England  for  personal  safety.  That 
he  may  write  with  freedom,  he  says,  he 
leaves  us,  and  in  four  months  we  may 
expect  to  sec  his  pamphlet  revived  in 
London.  But  the  natural  inquiry  upon 
such  a promise,  is,  if  any  one  here  will 
publish  whm  you  write  in  v#»ifr/c(7,  why 
need  you  go  there  to  write  it  ? You  do 
not  mean  surely,  Mr.  Cobbett,  that  you 
will  put  any  other  man  into  a condition 
from  which  you  have  run  away,  because 
it  was  dangerous  1 You  will  not  place  an 
agent  in  a situation  with  a halt-r  round 
his  neck,  a dungeon  staring  him  in  the 
face,  and  the  chains  rattling  in  his  ears, 
,to  publish  those  opinions  whicli  you  have 
fim  3000  miles  to  find  a place  to  write  in 
safety  i 

No,  Mr.  Cobbett  hasno  such  idea.  He 
consoles hi^atself  in  these  words — “ If  I 
rannot  expect  to  get  any  one  here  to 
print  or  to  publish  what  I write  in  .\;ne- 
riv.a,  I ask,  then,  what  is  X'.w  u^eoi writing 
here',  seeing  that  the  same  obkaclc  would 
Cxist  iliH  ^i^iiiduid'tl&  wrhtcn  iirt'-'h?- 
Idnd  !”  B\it  to  ensur.c  a publication,  '' 
possible,  he  promises  to  be  very  carefu. 
to  write  “ no  libels  and  as  nothing  but'  ■ 
truth  is  a //if/  in  England,  Air.  Cobbett 
in  other  words  promisvs  to  write  nothing 
but  falsehood.i  ; and  then,  perhaps,  he  j 
jr-ty  publish  in  s.ifety.  J^ut  he  iui;jht  j 


have  done  thisirre.  Our  ministers  would 
have  had  no  objection  to  his  praise  of  them 
indirect  terms.  He  has  paid  them  a much 
higher  compliment  by  running  away. 

Mr.  Cobbett’s  surpiizcs  us 

still  more  than  his  tergiversation.  He 
confesses  in  his  farewell,  that  he  has  said 
“ something  wry  oiear  to  the  chopping 
off  his  hands,  or  poking  out  the  people’s 
eyes,  should  be  done  before  he  would 
cease  to  write,  or  the  people  would  cease 
to  read  bis  writings  ; and  then,  with  the 
most  matchless  effrontery,  he  adds, 
“ W.iat  has  been  done,  would  not  be 
VERY’  FAR  from  this,  if  I were  to  re- 
main here  !”  YVith  such  a man  the  only 
mode  of  dealing,  is  to  hold  him  in  so\'%- 
reign  and  general  contempt.  His  coou- 
ardice  might  be  pardoned,  but  bis  con- 
tempt for  truth,  his  paltry  subterfuges, 
and  tbe  imbecility  of  his  fears,  justly  en- 
title him  to  an  exile  from  all  honorable 
and  intelligent  society. 

The  fulsome  compliments  be  attempts 
to  pay  the  people  whom  he  is  deserting 
will  impose  upon  no  one  ; bis  conduct 
belies  all  his  writings  ; and  he  need  not 
be  very  particular  in  cautioning  the  pub- 
lic against  being  imposed  upon  by  any 
pretended  imitation  of  his  style,  or  pla- 
giarism of  his  name.  They  want  no  ad- 
ditional reason  to  discard  from  their  es- 
timation one  wlio/)a«  betrayed,  and  now 
insults  tliem  with  his  advice.  His  rea- 
ders, he  says,  will  “ find  occupation  in 
reading  over  and  over  again,  what  he  has 
addressed  to  them  witliin  the  last  five  or 
six  months.”  He  “ beseeches  them  to 
keep  all  the  nice  little  books  they  have 
got,  and  not  to  be  Ai'/rtAi/gycd  by  any  of 
tbe  publications  of  corruption.”  This 
they  will  probably  take  care  of ; and  also, 
that  they  are  no  longer  humbugged,  in 
his  own  elegant  phrase,  even  by  him- 
self. 

As  he  bids  us  good-bye,  at  the  end,  he 
gets  bolder,  and  says,  “ If  I have  life  for 
only  a vfiir  or at  farthest,  I shall  be 
back  again.”  Indeed,  what,  whether 
things  are  altered,  or  no  ? Should  he  re- 
turn at  the  consummation  of  our  wislics, 
in  the  estabiishment  of  a general  and  rad- 
ical reform,  he  should  be  exiled  for  the 
common  good,  as  a wretch  who  could  flv 
from  a participation  in  danger,  as  eagerly 
as  he  could  return  to  enjoy  astate  of  hap- 
piness. He  should  be  shunned  as  a thing 
to  be  despised  by  every  man  who  would 
obtain  the  esteem  of  his  fellow -citizens, 
by  an  honorable  perseverance  in  a just 
and  honest  cause.  .A.s  to  his  writings 
Irom  New-Y’ork,  they  can  contain  no- 
tl.ing  that  wc  need.  We  have  learnt  our 
lesson  in  the  rudiments  of  liberty,  and 
have  gone  beyond  our  master  in  its  ap- 
plication. Let  him,  in  future',  instruct 
children.  It  will  do  him  more  credit 
than  to  mislead  men. 

Mr.  Cobbett’s  departure  has  been  the 
subject  of  most  of  our  political  writers  : 
and  one  of  them,  in  a most  pathetic  illus- 
tration of  his  merits,  atjppts  the  very  con- 
solation whicli  our  runaway  friend  has 
offered  us,  and  tells  us  to  road  over  the 
pamphlets  he  has  left  us  every  day,  and 
to  bind  them  up  with  tbe  “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress,  Ji  ibinsun  Crusoe,  the  I louse- 
keeper’s  Instructor,  and  Ihichan’s  Do- 
mestic M'-dicine.” — Wc  are  almost  in- 
clined to  wish  that  Mr.  Cobbett  had  con- 
fined himself  to  writing  glossaries  upon 
such  subjects,  that  he  might  have  been 
naturalized  in  the  nursery,  and  deceived 
none  but  kitchen  maids  and  sculiions. 

In  his  letter  from  Liverpool,  our  de- 
serter remarks,  upon  the  suspension  of 
the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,  « I and  mine 
were  not  bom  under  a government  hav- 
ing the  absolute  power  to  imprison  us  at 
its  pleasure.”  l)ut  his  memory  is  as 
faulty  as  his  judgment,  as  weak  as  his 
resolution,  and  as  treacherous  as  his  con- 
duct. All  his  children,  save  one,  must 
have  been  born  under  the  prior  suspen- 
sion of  the  Habeas  Corpus  .Vet.  But 
then  Mr.  Cobbett  was  a soldier,  militant 
in  the  high  cause  of  despotism,  and  was 
blind  to  tlic  dangers  wliich  be  did  not 
personally  apprehend.  Then  he  con- 
tributed to  scare  otiici-s  from  the  coun- 
try, and  now  he  is  iiimself  driven  from  it 
by  bis  fears — honest,  wise,  and  consistent 
men  startle  at  the  absence  of  those  quali- 
ties in  him,  wiiile  the  brave  are  deriding 
the  pusillanimity  of  this  modern  Demos- 
thenes, who  runs  from  his  tent  the  mo- 
ment hostilities  arc  declared,  and,  like 
bis  predecessor,  wottld  ask  pardon  of  a 
bramble,  if  it  should  catch  bold  of  his 
robes  in  bis  ignominious  flight. 

But  while  Mr.  Cobbett  carries  with 
him  the  contempt  and  scorn  of  every 
manly  mind  in  England,  with  what  feel- 
ings will  he  be  received  in  .V'lierica  ; in 
the  land  where  freedom  has  erected  her 
altar,  and  liberty  has  fixed  her  uncon- 
querable abode  ; in  the  land  which  was 
once  disgusted  with  his  ravings  in  favor 
of  tyranny  and  English  despotism  ? Sillv 
old  man  ! if  that  despotism  had  been  re- 
established by  the  pen,  and  its  rancorous 
gall  had  poisoned  the  infant  blossoms  of 
the  tree  of  liberty,  to  what-  quarter  of  tne 
globe  couldsl  thou  have  fled  for  refuge 
from  that  dungeon  which  is  so  dreadful 
to  thy  distempered  imagination  ? The 
Americans  will,  indeed,  view  him  with  a 
jealous  eye  ; and  his  pretence  that  lie 
nas  fled  because  no  m in  rfarr  write  hon- 
estly in  support  of  liberty  in  England, 
will  Be  properly  appreciated,  when  this 
number  of  t .e  Dwarf,  which  will  follow 
him  to  America,  s iall  be  read  in  the  cir- 
cles of  our  trails  itlantic  brethren.  .Mr. 
Cobbett  must  not  caiumniate  us.  Thous- 
ands dcrldv  tlie  dangers  at  which  he  is 
seare.l.  He  must  not  be  considered  as 
the  thermometer  of  English  fcviing,  or 
we  s '.all  have  some  little  family  of  In- 
dians embarking  in  an  open  boat  to  con- 
quer us.  Dangei's  and  difficulties  are 
the  proper  stimuli  ofBi  iiis  i minds.

“ I will  say  nothing  to  you  of  the  mar- 
riages, deaths,  scaldings,  bu  rnings,  drown- 
iiigs,  and  the  thousand  ills  “ that  flesh 
is  heir  to,”  and  whichmakc  upthe  greater 
portion  of  the  contentsof  our  newspapers. 
But  do  not  forget  to  insert  in  your  pajier, 
above  all  other  things,  the  accotint  of  that 
marvellous  and  thumping  hail-stone,  or 
rather  conglomeration  of  hail  stones, 
which  appeal's  so  much  to  have  stagger 
ed  the  faith  of  your  good  neiglibora  of 
Ohio,  tlvdt  they  have  considered  it  ne- 
cessary to  swear  to  it.  The  thing  was 
certainly  an  unusual  occurrence ; but  I 
think  it  is  not  an  astonishing  one. — The 
greatwestern  canal  is  begun,  which,  when 
finished,  will  have  a tendency  to  bring 
you  western  people  nearer  to  New-Y'ork. 
It  is  undoubtedly  a grand  undertaking, 
and  is  bottomed  upon  principles  of  pro- 
found policy.  The  wise  ones  of  New 
York  foresee  the  day  when  the  Canadas 
will  be  incorporated  with  the  United 
States,  and  they  are  desirous  of  securing, 
beforehand,  the  trade  of  the  north-west, 
so  that  it  may  not  so  readily  seek  an  out- 
let by  way  of  the  Saint  Lawrence.  In 
Ecniucky,  however,  you  appear  to  lean 
towards  Ncw-Orlcans;  and  that,  I ap’pre- 
hend,  is  destined  to  be  your  commercial 
emporium.  Such,  I iiave  understood, 
was  Mr.  Jefferson’s  opinion;  and  he, 
you  know,  is  not  the  blindest  man  in  the 
world.  The  Virginians  are  striving  to 
tug  a little  of  your  trade  through  their 
state ; but  I icar,  from  peculiar  circum- 
st'.'jiccs,  they  will  proceed  but  slowly. 
Let  them  pull  away.  I wish  them  all 
success ; for  the  more  canais  we  have, 
the  better  for  the  country  at  large. — Sir 
Gregor  M‘Grcgor’s  force  at  Amelia 
Island  begins  to  flag,  and  some  accounts 
say  the  volunteers  have  grown  a little  mu- 
tinous. He  is  beating  up  for  recruits  in 
the  newspapers,  particularly  in  V^irgiaia. 
— President  Monroe,  from  the  recreations 
and  festii  itics  into  which  he  has  been  im- 
pressed by  the  New  Englanders,  hasbcci 
compelled  to  give  up  his  intended  criti- 
cal inspection  of  the  forts,  Sec.  He  has 
avowed  this  in  answer  to  an  address  at 
the  eastward.  In  the  course  of  next 
month  he  will  probably  return  hither 
through  Ohio  and  your  state.  Should  he 
visit  you,  I hope  in  shewing  to  him  the 
civilities  and  respect  which,  on  private 
and  public  accounts,  he  merits,  you  win 
not  followthe  example  of  the  Bostoniaas. 
I begin  to  think,  in  truth,  that  the  jieopl 
of  our  country  beyond  tbe  Hudson,  are, 
in  general,  inclined  to  monarchy.  If  not, 
whence  the  triumphal  arches,  the  mock 
tnrones,  the  language  of  ailulation,  which 
we  observe  in  t sat  section  ? The  editor 
of  the  Richmond  Enquirer  says  he  is  ick 
to  with  conduct  of  the  Yan- 

kees; bqt  Major  Russell,  of  the  Iloston 
Ccntinel,  answers  him,  by  cryimr  on* 
“ sourgrapes!”  If  a mijority  of  the  citi- 
zens t.'iere  Iiave  not  a disposition  for  roy- 
alty, we  may  nevertlielcss  be  sure  tiiai 
some  among  them  are  longing  for  those 
nobUi'y-holes,  olwhicb  the  late  President 
Adams  once  spoke.
